Arthur  Fiedler 

The  1978  Boston  Pops  season  marked  the  49th  year  that  a unique  partnership  — Arthur  Fiedler 
and  the  Boston  Pops  — brought  music  lovers  from  all  over  the  coimtry  and  the  world  to  Symphony 
Hall.  At  the  close  of  the  season,  Mr.  Fiedler  had  conducted  the  Pops  for  four  seasons  longer  than  all 
of  his  seventeen  predecessors  combined,  and  through  his  originality,  his  warm  and  sometimes 
mysterious  stage  presence,  and  his  inimitable  style,  the  distinguished,  white-haired  gentleman 
on  the  podium  has  become  one  of  Boston’s  best  known,  best  loved  citizens. 

He  was  bom  here  in  Boston  on  17  December  1894,  his  background  deeply  rooted  in  European 
musical  tradition.  His  father,  Emanuel  Fiedler,  was  an  Austrian-bom  violinist  who  played  in  the 
Boston  Symphony  for  25  years.  His  mother  was  a gifted  pianist  and  musician  who  gave  young 
Arthur  his  first  piano  lessons,  which  he  admits  were  along  with  the  practicing,  a chore.  He  was 
schooled  at  the  Prince  Grammar  School,  and  Boston  Latin  until  his  father  retired  from  the  Orchestra 
and  took  the  family  back  to  Austria.  But  that  was  not  before  Arthur  had  absorbed  some  of  the  music 
and  culture  that  belongs  to  Boston.  He  worked  in  publishing  houses  in  Vienna  and  Berlin,  and  then 
entered  the  Royal  Academy  in  Berlin  to  study  violin,  piano,  and  conducting. 

Fiedler  returned  to  Boston  at  the  start  of  World  War  I,  and  in  1915  joined  the  BSO  under  Karl 
Muck.  He  was  not  only  a violinist,  but  played  as  orchestra  violist,  pianist,  organist,  and  percussionist 
as  well. 

In  1924,  he  formed  and  was  the  conductor  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta,  a chamber  orchestra  made 
up  of  BSO  members.  Then  in  an  effort  to  bring  as  much  music  to  the  public  as  possible,  he  initiated 
a campaign  of  several  years  for  a series  of  free  outdoor  concerts.  His  efforts  were  rewarded  in  1929 
with  the  first  Esplanade  Concert  on  the  Charles  River.  In  1954,  to  celebrate  the  twenty-fifth 
anniversary  of  those  concerts,  the  Arthur  Fiedler  Foot  Bridge  was  dedicated  over  what  is  now 
Storrow  Drive.  He  was  appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  in  1930. 


Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus 


The  Tanglewood  Festival  Choms  was  formed  in  the  spring  of  1970  primarily  for  performances  at  the 
BSO’s  summer  home  in  Tanglewood,  but  since  the  1972-73  season  it  has  played  a major  role  in  the 
Orchestra’s  Symphony  Hall  season  as  well.  It  has  performed  with  Music  Director  Seiji  Ozawa,  Prin- 
cipal Guest  Conductor  Colin  Davis,  Klaus  Tennstedt,  and  Arthur  Fiedlei;  among  others. 

Under  the  leadership  of  John  Oliver,  Director  of  Vocal  and  Choral  Activities  at  the  Berkshire 
Music  Center,  the  all-volunteer  Chorus  has  rapidly  achieved  recognition  by  conductors,  press,  and 
public  as  one  of  the  world’s  great  orchestra  choruses.  Unlike  most  other  orchestra  choruses,  how- 
ever, the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  regidarly  includes  concerts  of  “a  cappella”  repertory  in  its 
busy  schedule,  performing  music  from  the  baroque  to  the  contemporary  with  great  success.  For  the 
Chorus’  first  appeeirance  on  records,  in  Berlioz’  “Damnation  of  Faust,”  John  Oliver  and  Seiji  Ozawa 
received  a Grammy  Award  nomination  for  Best  Choral  Performance  of  1975.  A recording  by  the 
Chorus  of  “a  cappella”  20th-centur\"  American  Choral  Music,  made  at  the  invitation  of  Deutsche 
Grammophon,  will  be  available  in  the  near  futme.

Mitch  Miller 

Mitch  Miller  was  bom  in  Rochester,  New  York  and  began  his  musical  career  in  high  school  playing 
the  oboe.  At  age  15,  he  received  scholarship  lessons  at  the  Eastman  School  of  Music  and  was 
chosen  to  be  a member  of  the  highly  regarded  Eastman  School  Symphony.  He  later  played  with  the 
Syracuse  Sjrmphony,  and  the  Rochester  Philharmonic,  and  also  played  concerts  that  were  broadcast 
over  a Rochester  radio  station. 

After  moving  to  New  York  City,  Miller  played  a series  of  concerts  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum 
of  Art,  won  a scholarship  with  the  National  Orchestred  Association,  and  toured  with  the  musical 
“Porgy  emd  Bess”. 

Mr.  Miller  joined  the  CBS  Radio  Orchestra  in  1936,  and  also  performed  with  such  celebrated 
groups  as  the  Budapest  Quartet,  the  Mannes  Trio  and  the  Percy  Faith  and  Andre  Kostelanetz 
Orchestras.  Then  he  and  a friend  joined  forces  to  supervise  popular  recordings  for  Mercury  Records, 
and  the  new  company  prospered  imder  his  innovative  direction.  In  1950,  Miller  became  Director  of 
Pops  singles  at  Columbia  Records  where  he  inspired  such  young  artists  as  Frankie  Laine,  Tony 
Bennett,  Rosemary  Clooney,  and  Doris  Day.  Soon  afterward,  he  conceived  and  recorded  his  19 
“sing-along”  albums  and  eventually  began  his  successful  3V2  year  television  program  “Sing  Along 
with  Mitch”. 

Mitch  Miller  has  conducted  major  symphony  orchestras  throughout  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  including  the  Boston  Pops,  the  Philadelphia  2md  Minnesota  Orchestras,  the  Detroit, 
National,  Baltimore,  and  Vancouver  symphonies,  and  the  Mieimi  Philharmonic. 


Jose  Greco  and  Nana  Lorca 

Jose  Greco’s  brilliant  career  has  taken  him  aroimd  the  world  four  times,  and  he  has  performed  in  the 
United  States  for  25  consecutive  years.  Dedicated  to  Hispanic  dance,  music,  and  culture,  he  studied 
vmder  Spain’s  foremost  teachers  of  dance,  and  later  organized  his  own  dance  company.  Through  the 
Jose  Greco  School  of  Spanish  Arts  at  Northwood  Institute  in  Indiana,  and  the  Jose  Greco  Fovm- 
dation  for  Hispanic  Dance,  Mr.  Greco  has  furthered  his  commitment  to  his  art  and  culture.  He  has 
received  numerous  international  honors  and  has  reached  millions  through  stage,  screen,  and 
television  appearances. 

Nana  Lorca  is  celebrated  as  a brilliant  choreographer  and  performer  in  her  native  Spain,  and  her 
skills  and  versatihty  as  prima  ballerina  with  the  Jose  Greco  Company  have  been  widely  acclaimed. 
She  graduated  from  Madrid’s  Royal  Conservatory  of  Music  and  Declamation,  and  has  been  guest 
artist  with  numerous  renowned  companies.  In  1964  she  triumphed  with  her  own  ballet  at  the  New 
York  World’s  Fair  Spanish  PaviUion.  Uniquely  accomplished  in  both  the  Classical  and  Regional 
dances  of  Spain,  Nana  Lorca  brings  to  the  stage  an  enormous  range  of  rare  romantic  beauty.
